Reasons for Allowance 
4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art failed to uncover a reference that teaches the required 
applicants' reactants to produce the applicants' product. The search also failed to 
uncover a reference that would have provided those of ordinary skill with a basis to 
modify a known process for preparing a fluorinated and silylated derivative exhibiting a 
bond between a carbon carrying at least one fluorine and silicon. 

For example, US 5,347,058 teach thermolysis of CF 3 CF 2 C02Si(CH3)3, however 
the reference does not relate to the applicants' product, viz., fluorinated silylated 
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compound. In the applicants' cited prior at, for example, Laganis et al teach (see entry 
10 in the Table) preparation of metal silanates anhydrous salts, however, it fails to teach 
applicants fluorinated and silylated compound. Moreover, these references fail to 
provide those of ordinary skill with a basis to modify a known process for preparing 
applicants' fluorinated and silylated compound from applicants' formula (I) with a base. 
Claims 21-38 are allowed.
